The stones were located beginning at the Baltimore courthouse, spaced
one mile apart and placed on the north side of Maryland Route 144
primarily, but found also along sections of Route 40, Alternate Route
40, Maryland Route 165, and "“cenic 40" west of Hancock.

Owned by the state of Marvland on the edge of the right-of-way they
are completely accessible to the public.

Dimensions of the stones vary from section to section. Generally

they are about twelve inches wide, eight inches deep and project about
thirty inches above grade. The distance of the stone's facing the road;
"38 M to B" (38 miles to Baltimore). The other three faces bear no
inscription. The stone material also varies. The first thirty-nine
stones are of Baltimore gneiss from the Ellicott City area. From West
Friendship through Frederick to Boonesboro, the material is quartzite,
plentiful along the Monocacy River. From Boonesboro to Funkstown, a
very white limestone was used and also a different stone cutter whose
lettering is very distinctive. West of Hagerstown, the stones are of
a grey limestone.
